Randy  Sloat 
selected  Steve  Nielsen,  a  junior  major¬ 
ing  in  accounting  from  Simi  Valley, 
Calif.,  as  next  year’s  Ombudsman. 

Shari  Perkins  was  appointed  the 
new  executive  secretary  Monday  after¬ 
noon  after  an  interview  with  Reeder, 
Sloat  and  Patty  Romney,  current  ex¬ 
ecutive  secretary. 

Reeder  said  J.  Elliot  Cameron,  dean 
of  Student  Life,  has  approved  both  ap¬ 
pointments. 

Nielsen  has  been  serving  as  univer¬ 
sity  affairs  director  this  year  under 
Plant. 

Nielsen  said  his  main  goal  is  to  im¬ 
prove  the  professionalism  of  the  office 
by  orienting  the  Ombudsman  in¬ 
vestigators  to  investigative  research  in 
the  library.  By  improving  the  in¬ 
vestigators,  “we  will  improve  our  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  students,”  he  said. 

Nielsen  said  he  also  plans  to  improve

Ellsworth,  a  native  of  Mesa,  Ariz., 
became  involved  in  the  cattle  and  far¬ 
ming  business  early  in  his  life.  As  a 
young  boy,  he  worked  in  cattle 
ranching  in  northern  Arizona  before 
going  into  business  for  himself. 

In  the  late  1920’s,  Ellsworth  and  his 
two  brothers  began  an  extensive  farm 
operation  in  central  Arizona.  During 
the  next  30  years,  they  developed  and 
farmed  approximately  20,000  acres  of 
farmland  which  was  formerly  un¬ 
productive  desert. 

In  the  early  1950’s,  Ellsworth  was 
called  to  be  an  adviser  to  the  Church 
Welfare  Program.  He  advised  the 
Church  on  tne  purchase  of  welfare 
farms  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Canada.

McKay,  a  Democrat  from 
Utah’s  First  Congressional 
District,  will  also  receive  the 
Abraham  O.  Smoot  Public 
Service  Award  in  commence¬ 
ment  services  beginninj 
9:30  a.m.  in  the  Marriott  < 
ter. 

A  member  of  the  House  Ap¬ 
propriations  Committee  and 
chairman  of  the  military  con¬ 
struction  subcommittee 
McKay  is  the  shortest 
tenured  congressman  now  ser¬ 
ving  as  chairman  of  a  major 
committee  or  subcommittee. 

He  holds  additional  sub¬ 
committee  assignments  on 
the  interior  subcommittee, 
where  he  is  the  second  rank¬ 
ing  Democrat,  and  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia  subcommit¬ 
tee. 


McKay  went  to 
Washington  in  1970  after  ser¬ 
ving  two  and  a  half  years  as 
an  administrative  assistant  to 
Gov.  Calvin  L.  Rampton  and 
two  terms  in  the  Utah 
Legislature. 

For  three  years,  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Legislative 
Council  of  Utah,  serving  on 
the  legislative  task  force  on 
Utah  Government 

Reorganization. 

He  was  also  chairman  of 
the  Utah  Long-Range  Goals 
and  Planning  Committee. 

Since  going  to  Washington, 
McKay  has  supported  legisla¬ 
tion  to  protect  Utah’s  scenic 
and  historic  areas  while 
promoting  accelerated  energy 
development  within  the  state. 

During  the  94th  Congress, 
he  sponsored  legislation  to 
protect  family  farms  from  ex¬ 
cessive  taxation,  to  provide 
compensatory  payment  to 


county  governments  deprived 
of  taxes  on  federal  lands 
within  their  boundaries,  and 
to  require  opening  of  census 
records  to  genealogists  and 
historians. 

He  also  has  been  active  in  m 
re-examining  the  role  of  * 
government  in  family  life. 

A  native  of  Huntsville, 
McKay  is  the  eldest  of  eight 
children. 

He  was  educated  in  Weber 
County  schools,  attended 
Weber  State  College  for  two 
years  and  earned  his 
bachelor’s  degree  in  educa¬ 
tion  from  Utah  State  Univer¬ 
sity  in  1962  with  a  major  in 
history  and  minor  in  political 
science. 

He  served  three  years  with 
the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  and 
was  formerly  president  of  the 
Ogden  Stake. 

He  is  married  to  the  former 
Donna  Biesinger  and  they 
have  nine  children. 


Flooding,  high  winds,  tornados 
sweep  6  Southern  states,  kill  21

With  little  warning,  heavy  spring 
rains  triggered  massive  flooding  in 
three  states  Monday  and  high  winds  or 
tornados  hit  three  others,  leaving  at 
least  21  persons  dead  and  thousands 
homeless. 

Long-time  residents  said  flooding  in 
parts  of  Kentucky,  West  Virginia  and 
Virginia  was  the  worst  they  could 
remembelr. 

In  southeastern  Kentucky,  with  six 
inches  of  rain  recorded  and  more  ex¬ 
pected,  the  Cumberland  River  was  ris¬ 
ing  two  feet  an  hour  and  was  expected 
to  smash  records  and  crest  12  to  16  feet 
over  flood  stage. 

When  the  Tug  Fork  River  and 
numerous  streams  in  southern  West 
Virginia  went  over  their  banks,  they 
washed  several  houses  and  mobile 
homes  away.  And  in  Virginia,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  families  were  evacuated  from 
flooded  homes  in  the  state’s  moun¬ 
tainous  southwest  sector. 

In  all  three  states,  units  of  the 
National  Guard  were  called  out  for 
evacuation  and  rescue  duty. 

High  winds  and  tornados  struck 


Alabama,  Mississippi  and  Georgia. 

At  least  17  persons  died  as  heavy 
thunderstorms  and  tomadic  winds 
buffeted  northern  Alabama. 
Authorities  said  14  persons  died  in  the 
Birmingham-Jefferson  County  area, 
many  of  them  at  the  Smithfield  Hous¬ 
ing  Project  in  western  Birmingham. 

Two  other  fatalities  were  reported  in 
Fultondale,  just  north  of  Birmingham, 
where  five  homes  were  destroyed  and 
heavy  property  damage  was  sustained 
over  a  four-block  area,  officials  said. 

One  person  died  near  Ashville  in  St. 
Clair  County. 

In  northeastern  Alabama,  Section 
Police  Chief  Jim  Morgan  said  17 
homes  were  destroyed,  along  with  two 
commercial  buildings  and  part  of  the 
Section  High  School  football  stadium. 

The  National  Weather  Service  said 
winds  gusting  to  71  miles  per  hour  hit 
Birmingham  airport  Monday  after¬ 
noon.  Four  cars  were  reported  blown 
off  a  highway  north  of  the  city. 

The  Floyd  County  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  said  one  person  died  when  a  tor¬ 
nado  touched  down  south  of  Rome,  Ga. 
Heavy  property  damage  was  reported,

Zoning  change  clears  way 
for  new  housing  complex

A  zoning  change  Monday  by  the 
Provo  City  Commission  cleared  the 
way  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
singles  luxury  housing  complex  in  the 
Carterville  neighborhood. 

In  a  unanimous  vote,  the  commis¬ 
sion  changed  the  zoning  of  an  area  at 
approximately  1680  N.  700  West  from 
R-2  (duplex)  zone  to  R-3  (apartment) 
zone.  Developers  are  planning  to  build 
an  86-unit  townhouse-like  apartment 
complex  on  the  land,  which  is  located 
behind  the  Pop  Shoppe  and  the  Pizza 
Palace. 

Bill  Young  of  Lincoln  Realty,  which 
represents  the  investors,  said  a  unit  in 
the  planned  complex  will  have  some 
1,500  square  feet,  four  single-occupant 
bedrooms,  a  fireplace  and  one-and-a- 
half  to  two-and-a-half  bathrooms.  He 
said  the  investors  are  aiming  for  the 
“upper  student  and  working  singles 
market.” 

Young  estimated  the  cost  per  unit 
would  be  around  $27,000,  which  he 
said  is  considerably  higher  than  most 
other  singles  complexes  in  the  area. 

Young  said  the  realtors  and  in¬ 
vestors  are  “totally  delighted”  with  the 


commission’s  action. 

However,  Grant  Stokes, 
neighborhood  chairman  of  the  Carter¬ 
ville  neighborhood,  reported  he  is  not 
delighted.  “We  are  very  much  disap¬ 
pointed,”  he  said.  “The  city  hasn’t 
given  us  the  kind  of  consideration  we 
wanted.” 

He  said  residents  have  consistently 
opposed  the  construction  of  the  com: 
plex  as  they  opposed  the  construction 
of  the  Crestwood  apartment  complex 
which  also  lies  within  the  Carterville 
neighborhood.  “There  are  just  way  too 
many  apartment  buildings  and  rental 
units  in  our  neighborhood,”  he  said. 

Stokes  said  residents  are  concerned 
about  the  trend  toward  turning  the 
neighborhood  into  one  of  rental  units. 
He  said  that  most  residents  in  the 
neighborhood  now  are  either  young 
families  renting  units  or  older  people. 

“Many  of  the  permanent  residents 
have  threatened  to  move  out,”  Stokes 
said.  “I  know  several  families  who  are 
looking  for  housing  elsewhere.” 

Young  said  they  are  not  sure  when 
construction  on  the  complex  will 
begin,  but  he  said  he  expects  the 
apartment  to  be  available  for  renting 
by  Christmas  at  the  latest. 
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government 
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especially  to  trailers  and  mobile  home 
parks,  throughout  the  county. 

The  tornado  “cut  a  10-mile  path,, 
causing  an  awful  lot  of  damage,”  said 
police  spokesman  Jim  Free.  He  said  75 
to  100  patients  were  evacuated  from  a 
Rome  nursing  home.  A  Red  Cross 
shelter  was  set  up  at  a  county  school, 
he  said. 

Authorities  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  said 
at  least  75  persons  were  evacuated 
from  their  homes  in  high  winds  and 
driving  rain  which  caused  flooding. 

In  Kentucky,  Homer  Nolin,  a 
weather  observer  at  Harlan,  said  the 
Cumberland  was  at  30  feet — 16  feet 
above  flood  stage — at  Baxter  and  “still 
coming  up.“  In  1963,  the  river  reached 
its  previous  record  crest  of  29.9  feet. 

In  hard-hit  Harlan  County,  Ky., 
County  Judge  Hugh  Hall  described 
conditions  as  “in  a  real  mess.” 

One  man  was  killed  when  his  auto 
ran  off  Kentucky  72  and  crashed  in 
Little  Creek  during  the  storm, 
authorities  said.

Other  themes  he  will 
treat  are  the  problems  of 
a  three-branch  govern¬ 
ment,  power  struggles 


between  the  branches 
and  the  influence  of  ex- 
ternal  things  like 
Watergate,  sex  scandals 
and  journalism  on  the 
the  balance  of  power. 

There  are  some  broad 
problems  officials  have 
as  a  result  of  working 
within  the  frame  of  three 
distinct  governmental 
branches,  Lee  said. 

“By  making  separa¬ 
tion  of  powers  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  structure,  the 
founders  deliberately 
chose  an  extremely  inef¬ 
ficient  form  of  govern¬ 
ment,”  he  said.  One 
branch  makes  the  laws, 
another  interprets  them 
and  a  third  implements 
them. 

“While  this  process 
provides  a  check  ort  ar¬ 
bitrary  power,  it  makes 
efficiency  impossible. 
You  can’t  have  both,”  he 
added.

“Because  of  a  few  men 
who  had  too  much  in¬ 
fluence,  the  whole 
Watergate  episode  oc¬ 
curred.  But  the  principle 
victim  of  Watergate  was 
not  Nixon,  it  was  the 
power  of  the  presidency 
itself.” 

Lee  also  said  that  jour¬ 
nalists  need  to  be  aware 
of  the  influence  they 
have  on  the  balancing 
process. 
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Nantucketers  vote  on  secession 


NANTUCKET,  Mass.  (AP)— Islanders  angered 
by  mainland  control  of  their  political  wellbeing 
voted  Monday  in  a  non-binding  referendum  on 
whether  to  secede  from  the  state  of  Massachusetts. 

Although  many  voters  said  they  figured  actual 
secession  was  improbable,  it  was  hard  to  find  anyone 
against  the  idea. 

And  few  knew  what  would  happen  if  the  islanders 
voted  in  favor  of  seceding. 

The  threat  of  secession  is  a  reaction  to  the 
Massachusetts  legislature’s  proposal  to  redistrict  it¬ 
self  so  that  the  island  and  neighboring  Martha’s 
Vineyard  would  lose  their  own  representative  for  the 
first  time  since  1696. 

Under  reapportionment,  scheduled  for  debate 
soon,  the  islands  would  be  merged  with  Cape  Cod  in 
a  district  of  300,000  persons  and  one  representative. 
The  two  islands  have  only  13,000  permanent  resi¬ 
dents,  and  islanders  figure  only  Cape  Cod  can- 
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didates  could  ever  be  elected. 

On  Martha’s  Vineyard,  the  problem  was  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  town  meetings  on  Monday. 

“Taxation  without  representation,”  cried  one  of 
the  earliest  voters,  Paul  Morris,  a  New  York  adver¬ 
tising  man  turned  marine  historian.  Morris  is 
typical  of  the  numerous  city  folk  who  have  retired 
permanently  amid  this  island’s  6,000  year-round  in¬ 
habitants. 

“We’re  the  tail  end  of  the  dog,”  he  said.

Education,  along  with  the  Provo  City  student  liaison 
will  be  among  those  in  attendance. 

At  a  meeting  of  the’!  same  individuals  March  1, 
water  conservation  plafts  for  BYU  were  outlined  for 
implementation. 

A  major  two-week  drive  to  aid  students  in  water 
conservation  efforts  began  Monday,  Anderson  said. 
Included  in  the  activities  will  be  a  display, 
pamphlets  and  a  film  suggesting  ways  to  conserve 
water. 

The  effort  is  being  coordinated  by  the  ASBYU 
President’s  Office,  the  Provo  City  student  liaison 
and  the  Student  Housing  Office. 

Water-use  restrictions  will  be  considered  by  the 
Provo  City  Commission  Tuesday  night  or  Thursday 
morning,  according  to  Merril  Bingham,  Provo  water 
director.  Bingham  said  he  was  meeting  with  the  city 
attorney  to  draft  a  resolution  outlining  the  restric-

Letters  of  clearance  and  gradua¬ 
tion  information  have  been  sent  to 
all  students  who  are  cleared  to 
graduate  this  April,  according  to 
Gene  F.  Priday,  assistant  registrar 
for  graduation. 

Priday  said  the  letters  were 
mailed  March  31.  “All  students  who 
are  planning  to  graduate  in  April 
and  have  not  received  letters  of 
clearance  should  check  im¬ 
mediately  with  their  college  advise¬ 
ment  center,”  he  said. 

Priday  said  graduating  students 
should  carefully  study  the  last- 
minute  information  for  graduation. 
The  traditional  academic  cap  and 
gown  should  be  worn  at  both  the 
College  Convocation  and  the  Com¬ 
mencement  Excercises,  he  said. 

He  also  said  students  who  have 
not  already  ordered  their  cap  and 
gown  should  do  so  immediately  to 
make  necessary  arrangements. 
“The  deadline  to  order  a  cap  and 


gown  without  a  late  fee  is  Tues¬ 
day,”  he  added; 

Graduating  students’  names  will 
appear  on  their  diploma  as  they  ap¬ 
pears  on  the  envelope  of  their 
clearance  letter,  Priday  said.  “If  it 
is  incorrect,  notify  the  Graduation 
Evaluation  Office,  B-150  ASB,  ex¬ 
tension  3641,  immediately.” 

Priday  said  attendance  at  April 
Commencement  is  not  mandatory, 
but  it  is  very  important  that  stu¬ 
dents  who  do  not  plan  to  attend 
notify  their  academic  dean  or  their 
college  advisement  center. 

Diploma  covers  will  be  presented 
to  those  who  attend  the  college  con¬ 
vocation  excercises,  Priday  said. 
Students  not  able  to  attend  these 
excercises  may  pick  their  covers  up 
at  the  Graduation  Evaluation  Of¬ 
fice,  B-150  ASB. 

Priday  said  there  will  be  no 
rehearsal  for  Commencement. 
“Instructions  regarding  Commence- 
ment  will  be  included  with  the  cap 


and  gown  when  students  pick  them 
up  at  the  Alumni  House,”  he  ad¬ 
ded. 

Students  who  have  met  the  re¬ 
quirements  for  a  Utah  State 
Teaching  Certificate  should  com¬ 
plete  an  application  which  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Teacher 
Clearance  Office,  131  MCKB,  Pri¬ 
day  said. 

“Information  signifying  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  all  requirements  will  be 
received  and  certified  four  weeks 
following  graduation,”  Priday  said.

The  three-day  BYU  Symposium  on  Values  April  6- 
8,  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Psychology,  will 
feature  seven  nationally  noted  authorities  in  psy¬ 
chology,  sociology  and  philosophy. 

Dr.  Harold  Miller  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  event,  said 
all  faculty,  students  and  other  interested  persons  are 
welcome  to  attend  the  meetings  without  charge.  All 
the  sessions  will  be  held  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall, 
HFAC,  between  9  a.m.  and  noon  all  three  days. 

“The  symposium  is  an  interdisciplinary  gathering 
and  promises  to  be  an  intellectual  opportunity  of 
great  importance  to  scholars  of  all  areas,”  Dr.  Miller 
said. 

Visiting  experts  will  be  Dr.  Richard  J.  Herrnstein, 
professor  of  psychology,  Harvard  University;  Dr. 
Nicholas  Rescher,  professor  of  philosophy,. 
Pittsburgh  University;  Dr.  George  C.  Homms, 
professor  of  sociology,  Harvard;  and  Dr.  Joseph  F. 
Rychlak,  professor  of  psychology,  Purdue  University. 

He  said  nationally  recognized  BYU  professors  who 
will  participate  are  Dr.  Chauncey  C.  Riddle, 
professor  of  philosophy  and  assistant  academic  vice 
president;  Dr.  Allen  E.  Bergin,  professor  of  psy¬ 
chology  and  director  of  the  Institute  for  Studies  in 
Values  and  Human  Behavior;,. and  Dr.  Truman  G. 


Madsen,  professor  of  philosophy  and  occupant  of  the 
Richard  L.  Evans  Chair  of  Christian  Understanding. 

According  to  Dr.  Miller,  the  keynote  address  will 
be  given  April  6  by  Dr.  Riddle  on  “Root  and  Branch: 
The  Relation  Between  Values  and  Ideas.”  Dr.  Riddle 
has  been  a  BYU  faculty  member  since  1952. 

Dr.  Riddle  will  be  followed  by  Dr.  Herrstein, 
author  of  three  books  and  over  50  scholarly  articles.

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Measures  earthquakes 


ESC  seismograph  on  view 


Dr.  Myron  G.  Best  examines  earthquake 
waves  recorded  by  a  seismograph  on  display 
in  the  Eyring  Science  Center. 


A  seismograph,  which  records  and 
measures  earthquakes,  is  on  display  in 
the  Eyring  Science  Center. 

According  to  Paul  Baclawski, 
graduate  student  in  charge  of  servicing 
the  seismograph,  it  can  record  an 
earthquake  from  anywhere  in  the 
world,  if  the  earthquake  is  strong 
enough. 

The  man  in  charge  of  the 
seismograph  for  the  past  two  years 
here  at  BYU,  geologist  Dr.  Myron  G. 
Best,  explained  the  recorder.  “There’s 
a  major  fault  along  the  base  of  the 
mountains,”  he  said.  ‘‘The 
seismograph  is  able  to  tell  us  more  of 
the  internal  motion  of  the  earth.” 

Indeed,  Utah  Valley  residents  have 
every  reason  to  remain  aware  that  the 
earth  is  moving,  Dr.  Jess  Bushman, 
also  a  BYU  geologist,  explained.  “Utah 
valley  has  been  assigned  a  rating  of 
zone  three,  where  major  destructive 
earthquakes  may  occur.” 

But  as  Dr.  Best  explained,  the 
seismograph  in  the  Eyring  Science 
Center  is  mostly  for  display  of  earth¬ 
quake  activity  and  for  the  students 
who  are  studying  earthquakes  for  their 
major. 

He  said  the  seismograph  here  is  con¬ 


nected  by  telephone  lines  to  a  sensor 
located  at  the  Deer  Creek  Reservoir. 
That  sensor,  he  said,  is  one  of  almost 
50  the  University  of  Utah  maintains  in 
order  to  monitor  activity  along  the 
Wasatch  front. 

Dr.  Best  said  the  seismometer  at 
Deer  Creek  amplifies  the  motion  of  the 
ground  almost  100,000  times.  The 
seismometer,  he  said,  is  sensitive 
enough  to  pick  up  natural  noises,  such 
as  wind,  rain,  and  snow,  as  well  as 
some  man-made  ones. 

Dr.  Best  said  the  seismometer  picks 
up  the  nuclear  blasts  at  the  test  site 
outside  Nevada.  It  also  picks  up  the 
Heber  Creeper,  he  said,  usually  every 
summer  when  it  passes  near  enough  to 
the  sensor  to  cause  vibrations. 

Besides  the  local  noises,  Baclawski 
said,  the  seismograph  could  probably 
record  any  earthquake  in  the  continen¬ 
tal  United  States  if  it  registered  at 
least  five  on  the  Richter  scale. 

If  the  earthquake  occurred  in  Mex¬ 
ico,  it  would  probably  need  to  register 
at  least  six  on  the  scale  for  BYU  to 
record  it,  he  said.  If  it  occurred  in 
Canada  or  Alaska  it  would  need  to  be 
at  least  seven  or  eight  on  the  Richter 
scale.  Baclawski  also  said  an  earth¬ 
quake  anywhere  in  the  world  with  a 
magnitude  of  eight '  or  more  would 
probably  be  recorded. 


Faculty  member 
awarded  grant 

A  BYU  faculty  mem¬ 
ber  has  been  awarded  a 
$30,000  grant  by  the 
National  Science  Foun¬ 
dation  (NSF)  to  study 
the  photosynthesis 
process  in  bluegreen 
algae. 

Dr.  Leo  P.  Vernon, 
assistant  academic  vice 
president  of  Research 
and  Planning,  has  been 
given  the  grant  in 
chemistry  to  research 
chlorophyll  in  the  algae, 
emphasizing  the 
primary  stages  of 
photosynthesis. 

Dr.  Vernon  said  he 
plans  to  continue  his 
research  at  BYU  for  the 
next  two  years. 

“The  bluegreen  algae 
is  the  simplest  form  of 
plant  life  to  carry  out 
photosynthesis,”  he 
said. 

The  NSF  funds  only 
about  20  per  cent  of  all 
grant  applicants.

Church  musical 


'grabs  audience'

“When  the  world  began,  shone  a  star  of  promise  on  the  distant 
skies.  By  the  hand  of  God  ordained  to  one  day  rise.  America, 
America,  America  a  land  of  destiny!’  The  preceding  stanza 
begins  the  thrilling  new  musical  drama  written  by  Doug  Stewart 
and  Lex  de  Azevedo,  also  the  creators  of  “Saturday’s  Warrior.” 

Their  latest  work,  “Threads  of  Glory,”  opened  Friday  evening 
to  a  sold-out  crowd  at  Highland  High  School  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
The  audience,  which  included  many  General  Authorities  of  the 
LDS  Church,  responded  well  to  the  musical,  giving  it  a  thun¬ 
derous  standing  ovation. 

“Threads  of  Glory”  is  actually  an  allegory  on  contemporary  at¬ 
titudes  held  by  many  Americans.  This  show,  which  might  be  ter¬ 
med  “morality  theater,”  preaches  sermons  on  a  variety  of  topics 
including  the  spiritual  roots  of  American  history,  the  importance 
of  the  family,  the  role  of  the  mother,  and  the  importance  of  op¬ 
posing  evil  in  all  forms. 

Harry  Johson,  a  typical  Archie  Bunkerish  American  father, 
takes  his  family  to  an  American  history  museum  so  they  can  get 
some  patriotism  “pounded  into  their  thick  skulls.”  (This  ultra- 
patriotic  father  has  been  on  unemployment  compensation  for 
several  weeks  because  he’s  participating  in  a  strike  for  a  three- 
day  work  week.) 

The  museum  tour  the  Johnsons  receive  turns  out  to  be  highly 
unusual.  They  first  meet  Capt.  Willy  Stripe,  a  tour  guide  who 
wants  the  family  to  see  American  history  in  a  sugar-coated 
fashion.  The  Johnsons  are  then  introduced  to  the  General  and  the 
Great  American  Family,  who  represent  the  good,  hard-working, 
virtuous  aspects  of  American  history. 

After  introductions,  the  Johnsons  are  taken  on  a  “you  are 
there”  tour  of  America’s  history;  they  actually  get  a  bird’s-eye 
view  of  Columbus,  the  Pilgrims,  the  Revolution,  the  Constitu¬ 
tion,  and  scenes  from  the  Book  of  Mormon.  The  family  comes 
away  from  the  museum  never  to  be  the  same. 

The  story  of  “Threads”  is  as  powerful  as  its  music.  It  is  an 
audience-grabber  from  start  to  finish.  The  last  20  minutes  of  the 
show  are  so  emotionally  intense  that  they  literally  shock  the 
senses.  One  is  left  with  a  definite  and  lasting  impression.  Truly 
“Threads  of  Glory”  is  an  unforgettable  experience. 

The  show  is  not  only  filled  with  intense  emotionalism,  but  is 
also  spiced  with  humor.  These  humorous  moments  are  provided 
mostly  by  Gordon  Jump  (prominent  televison  star)  and  Dorothy 
Lamkin,  who  portray  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  Johnson.  Their  flair  for 
humor  keeps  the  mood  of  “Threads”  from  becoming  too  heavy  for 
the  audience. 

Like  all  successful  musicals,  “Threads  of  Glory”  has  a  love 
story.  Linda  of  the  contemporary  family  and  the  Soldier  Son  of 
the  Great  American  Family  fall  hoplessly  in  love  from  the  first 
moment  they  see  each  other.  These  roles,  portrayed  by  King

cousins  Candy  Wilson  and  Cam  Clarke,  are  performed  in  a 
realistic,  true-love-like  fashion. 

Another  unforgettable  portrayal  in  “Threads”  is  that  of  Capt. 
Stripe  by  veteran  actor  Michael  Flynn.  Flynn  puts  his  entire  be¬ 
ing  into  the  role  and  uses  his  whole  body,  makeup  and  costumes 
to  emphasize  Stripe’s  cunning  character. 

The  roles  of  the  Great  American  Father  and  Mother  are  played 
by  Robert  Reese  and  Helen  McVey,  who  enhance  their  roles  with 
their  magnificently  rich  and  beautiful  singing  voices. 

Other  commendable  acting  and  singing  jobs  done  in  the  show 
are  by  Paul  and  Shawn  Engemann,  who  play  the  Soldier  Son  and 
the  Fair  Daughter  and  Roger  Larson,  Ric  de  Azevedo,  and 
Pamela  Leavitt,  who  portray  the  other  three  Johnson  children. 

Orchestrations  for  the  show  were  pre-recorded  by  the  London 
Philharmonic  while  all  vocal  music  in  the  show  is  live.  The  chorus 
for  the  Salt  Lake  performances  of  “Threads”  is  made  up  of  the 
University  of  Utah  Institute  Choir  and  a  few  members  of  the 
original  Los  Angeles  “Threads”  chorus. 

All  music  in  the  show  is  under  the  direction  of  Maryann  Men¬ 
denhall,  professional  vocal  musician  of  the  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Francisco  area.  Her  conducting  is  masterful  and  easy  as  she 
literally  flojvs  with  the  music.  Her  cues  to  cast  and  chorus  were 
always  precise. 

“Threads  of  Glory”  was  released  by  Deseret  Dramatics,  a  non¬ 
profit  corporation  sponsored  and  fully  backed  by  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Performances  of  “Threads” 
will  continue  through  Saturday.  All  performances  begin  at  8  p.m. 
Tickets  for  remaining  shows  are  available  at  all  ZCMI  box  office 
locations.

Another  computer-based  teaching  system  has 
been  installed  in  the  Learning  Resources  Center  in 
the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library  and  is  available  for  stu¬ 
dent  and  faculty  use. 


Utah  Public  Service  Commission  for 
permission  to  apply  credit  on  monthly 
gas  bills  mailed  to  Utah  customers 
during  the  month  of  April. 

Dale  0.  Zabriskie  of  Mountain  Fuel 
said  the  “one-time  credit”  will  involve 
about  $1,645,000  on  monthly  Utah  gas. 
bills.

The  system  is  known  as  PLATO,  which  stands  for 
Programmed  Logic  for  Automatic  Teaching  Opera¬ 
tion,  Gaylene  Rosaschi,  an  instructional  design 
technician  at  the  HBLL,  said. 


“PLATO  has  been  shown  to  be  a  versatile 
computer-based  teaching  system  which  is  a  valuable 
tool  for  the  educational  process,”  Mrs.  Rosaschi 
said. 


It  can  be  used  for  presentation  of  drill  and  practice 
routines,  tutorial  material,  solving  problems,  infor¬ 
mation  retrieval,  simulated  experiments  or  com¬ 
putations,  she  added. 


Mrs.  Rosaschi  said  PLATO  has  been  used  in 
public  schools,  community  colleges  and  university 
undergraduate-  and  graduate-level  courses  covering 
a  wide  variety  of  subjects. 

The  system  is  extremely  easy  to  use,  she  said. 
“Instructions  can  be  found  in  detail  on  the  actual 
terminal,  but  demonstrations  can  be  given  in  addi¬ 
tion,”  Mrs.  Rosaschi  said.

Scheduling  can  be  done  through  the  library  LRC 
secretary.  “Students  can  schedule  time  for  them¬ 
selves,  or  faculty  members  can  schedule  time  for  a 
class  demonstration,”  she  said. 

PLATO  can  be  used  to  teach  subjects  in  the 
physical  and  biological  sciences,  in  business, 
engineering,  languages,  math  and  the  social 
sciences. 


“It  is  also  programmed  to  play  unique  instruc¬ 
tional  games  and  has  programs  for  computer 
programming,  election  statistics,  psychological  ex¬ 
periments  and  simulation  studies  of  technological, 
social  and  biological  systems,”  Mrs.  Rosaschi  said. 
The  LRC  has  another  computer  teaching  system 
known  as  TICCIT,  Mrs.  Rosaschi  said.  TICCIT 
stands  for  Time-shared  Interactive  Computer- 
Controlled  Information  Television,  she  said,  and  it 
enables  students  to  study  a  variety  of  courses 
monitored  by  computer.

Tax  benefits  in  store 
for  those  sick  in  '76? 


WASHINGTON  (AP) 
—  Congress,  departing 
soon  on  a  10-day  recess, 
may  leave  behind  an 
Easter  present  for  some 
taxpayers  who  had  long 
illnesses  last  year. 

Those  taxpayers 
would  be  relieved  of  an 
unanticipated  tax  bur¬ 
den  that  resulted  from 
the  1976  tax  reform  act. 
That  law  changed  the 
rules  on  the  tax  exemp¬ 
tion  of  sick  pay,  in  effect 
limiting  the  benefits  to 
disabled  persons.  Under 
the  old  law,  anyone  away 
from  work  because  of  il¬ 
lness  for  more  than  30 
days  could  deduct  up  to 
$100  a  week  sick  pay 
from  his  taxable  income. 

The  change  was  enac¬ 
ted  in  October,  but  was 
made  retroactive  to  Jan. 
1,  1976.  As  a  result, 
thousands  of  persons 
had  not  had  enough 
withheld  from  their  pay 
to  cover  the  additional 
tax,  due  with  their 


returns  April  15,  1977. 

The  House,  under 
speedup  procedures,  is 
to  consider  a  bill  Mon¬ 
day  that  would  postpone 
the  effective  date  until 
Jan.  1  of  this  year.  The 
Senate  could  act  before 
the  recess  begins  Wed¬ 
nesday  if  the  House,  as 
expected,  passes  the  bill. 
Even  so,  it  would  be  too 
late  for  most  persons  af¬ 
fected  to  make  the 
correction  in  the  returns 
already  filed  or  to  be 
filed  by  April  15.  The  In¬ 
ternal  Revenue  Service 
has  estimated  that 
enactment  would  result 
in  the  filing  of  one 
million  amended  returns 
to  get  refunds. 

The  House  also  is  to 
consider  a  bill  designed 
to  curb  harassing  tactics, 
such  as  repeated  or  late 
calls  to  work  place  or 
home,  used  by  debt 
collectors  to  obtain  pay¬ 
ment. 

It  may  face  a  vote  on 


changing  the  procedures 
by  which  congressional 
pay  raises  are  put  into 
effect.  Under  present  law 
a  commission  makes 
recommendations  that 
become  effective  unless 
either  chamber  of  Con¬ 
gress  adopts  a  vetoing 
resolution.
